One Common Denominator 


Land reforms one of the factors most 
g poken of by economists as a necessary 
prereq uisite to economic g rowth in the 
many areas of the world now classified as 
underdeveloped. Whether it be Keny a or 
Brazil, China or Iran, one of the most for­ 
midable stumbling blocks to elevating the 
living standards of the inhabitants bey ond 
the subsistence stag e is land reform. 
What is land reform? To many persons, 
perhaps, it denotes better distribution of 
land in countries where a landed aristo­ 
cracy has controlled the most desirable 
sections of land for centuries. Free some 
of this land for settlement and develop­ 
ment by the landless peasants and all food 
problems will be solved, or so the arg u­ 
ment g oes. 
A United Nations report has been issued 
on a world study of land reform and ten­ 
ure changes which have been made in var­ 
ious countries, with vary ing deg rees of 
success. It points to China as the horrible 
example of how land reform experimenta­ 
tion can make conditions worse instead of 
better. China has no landed aristocracy (if 
one excludes 
g overnment dictation over 
who will “ own” the land) but it has a wor­ 
sening ag ricultural output. 
China has tried virtually all ty pes of 


planned tenure, from turning the land over 
to the peasants throug h cooperatives, col­ 
lectivization, strictly reg ulated commun­ 
es, and now — it is alleg ed —back to in­ 
dividual ownership of small plots. China's 
g reatest resource is hand labor, and Peip­ 
ing has practically no capital to subsidize 
communist ag riculture. 
In other countries — Greece, Northern 
Rhodesia and Italy are excellent examples 
— the consolidation of small farms into 
larg e acreag es under sing le ownership, 
after the United States pattern, has been 
successful because of the introduction of 
mass farming techniq ues and eq uipment. 
Ag riculture, like any other industry , pos­ 
sesses no panacea applicable to any spot 
in the world. Climate, terrain, availability 
of manpower, capital and technical know­ 
how, taxes, g overnment stability and in­ 
terference, and proximity to markets, all 
effect the ty pe of ag ricultural unit which 
will be most successful. 
Only one common denominator exists*. 
Development of a desire on the part of the 
man who tills the soil to put forth his best 
effort and making it possible for him to 
attain his g oal. Subjecting him to the wa­ 
vering shims of chang ing political doctrin­ 
es stifles the incentives he needs.

When a President is popular, it 
is g enerally assumed that he is 
brilliant. Utile short of a g enius. 
When 
his 
popularity 
beg ins 
to 
wane, he is reg arded as a fine per­ 
son surrounded by crooks, nincom­ 
poops, if not idiots. When his pop­ 
ularity is g one, he is presum ed to * 
be a fool But he is the same man 
whose IQ was indicative of g enius. 
The answer to this paradox really 
is that the President is what he al­ 
way s was; two y ears in the White 
House does not chang e fundam ent­ 
al character. 
Even his best friends must ad­ 
mit that President Kennedy 's pop­ 
ularity has suffered several since 
May 28 The President did m anag e 
to overcome the worst effects of 
the Cuban fiasco. In spite of all 
the indig nation aroused over the 
Battle of the Bay of Pig s. Presi­ 
dent Kennedy was not blamed as 
much as the CLA and Allen Dulles 
was perm itted to resig n. 
The steei imbrog lio and the stock 
m arket debacle did hurt the P res­ 
ident. These events g ave the im ­ 
pression that the President did not 
understand the 
economy of the 
country , that he was badly advised 
and that the businessmen whom 
he consulted were not representa­ 
tive. This criticism could be made 
of any President who must depend 
upon experts and advisors of his 
own choice. 
I never m easure a m an’s abilit­ 
ies by his advisors because, first 
of all, each man is responsible for 
his own actions, and secondly , one 
never really knows whose advice 
is taken. The simple fact is that 
whoev er loses his own money i s j 
sore, particularly when he beLiev- 
es that the President could have 
Tost considerable money since May 
28 and all of them are annoy ed 
that the President did not inter­ 
vene to rescue them. 
The impression among working 
businessmen is that this Adminis­ 
tration is toug her on business than 
the Roosevelt, Truman or Eisen­ 
hower Administrations were. Cer­ 
tainly , the last y ears of the Eisen­ 
hower Administration were y ears 
of numerous anti-trust suits. How­ 
ever, the business community be­ 
lieves that the Kennedy Adminis­ 
tration is anti-business; that the 
Attorney G eneral's office is parti­ 
cularly unfriendly ; and that local

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Land reform s one of the factors most 
spoken of by economists as a necessary 
prerequisite to economic growth in the 
m any areas of the world now classified as 
underdeveloped. W hether it be Kenya or 
Brazil, China or Iran, one of the most for­ 
midable stumbling blocks to elevating the 
living standards of the inhabitants beyond 
the subsistence stage is land reform. 
What is land reform ? To m any persons, 
perhaps, it denotes better distribution of 
land in countries where a landed aristo­ 
cracy has controlled the most desirable 
sections of land for centuries. F ree some 
of this land for settlem ent and develop­ 
m ent by the landless peasants and all food 
problem s will be solved, or so the arg u ­ 
m ent goes. 
A United Nations report h as been issued 
r n a world study of land reform and ten­ 
ure changes which have been m ade in v a r­ 
ious countries, with varying degrees of 
success. It points to China as the horrible 
exam ple of how land reform experim enta­ 
tion can m ake conditions worse instead of 
better. China has no landed aristocracy (if 
one excludes governm ent dictation over 
who will “ own” the land) but it has a wor­ 
sening agricultural output. 
China has tried virtually all types of 


planned tenure, from turning the land over 
to the peasants through cooperatives, col­ 
lectivization, strictly regulated com m un- 
»es, and now — it is alleged —back to in­ 
dividual ownership of sm all plots. China's 
g reatest resource is hand labor, and Peip­ 
ing has practically no capital to subsidize 
com m unist agriculture. 
In other countries — Greece, N orthern 
Rhodesia and Italy are excellent exam ples 
— the consolidation of sm all farm s into 
larg e acreages under single ownership, 
after the United States pattern, has been 
successful because of the introduction of 
m a ss farm ing techniques and equipment. 
Agriculture, like any other industry, pos­ 
sesses no panacea applicable to any spot 
in the world. Climate, terrain, availability 
of m anpower, capital and technical know­ 
how, taxes, governm ent stability and in­ 
terference, and proximity to m arkets, all 
effect the type of agricultural unit which 
will be most successful. 
Only one common denom inator exists: 
Development of a desire on the p a rt of the 
m an who tills the soil to put forth his best 
effort and making it possible for him to 
attain his goal. Subjecting him to the w a­ 
vering shims of changing political doctrin­ 
es stifles the incentives he needs. 


The Political Months 


Unfortunately, time, tides and 
politics wait for no man.

Chairman J. William Fulbright, 
D-Ark., of the Foreign Relations 
Committee said that rn addition to 
the sugar bill operations the new 
study would go into attempts to 
presure Congress into increased 
foreign aid allotments and other 
activities by nondiplomatic person­ 
nel 
By voice vote the committee un­ 
animously approved a resolution 
by Fulbright calling money for the 
investigation. 
Approval by the Senate itself 
would be required. 
The more narrwly aimed Jud- 
ciary investigation was annoucned 
Thursday. 
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When a President is popular, it 
is generally assumed that he is 
brilliant, little short of a gemus. 
When his popularity begins to 
wane, he is regarded as a fine per-; 
son surrounded by crooks, nincom­ 
poops, if not idiots. When his pop­ 
ularity is gone, he is presumed to 
be a fool1. But he is the same man i 
whose IQ was indicative of genius. 
The answer to this paradox really 
is that the President is what he al­ 
ways was; two years m the White 
House does not change fundament-1 
a1 character. 
Even his best friends must ad­ 
mit that President Kennedy’s pop­ 
ularity has suffered several since I 
May 28 The President did manage 
to overcome the worst effects of 
the Cuban fiasco. In spite of all 
the indignation aroused ov er the 
Battle of the Bay of Pigs. Presi­ 
dent Kennedy was not blamed as 
much as the CIA and Allen Dulles 
was permitted to resign. 
The steer imbroglio and the stock 
market debacle did hurt the Pres­ 
ident. These events gave the im­ 
pression that the President did not 
understand the economy of the 
country, that he was badly advised 
and that the businessmen whom 
he consulted were not representa- j 
the. This criticism could be made 
of any President who must depend 
upon experts and advisors of his 
own choice. 
I never measure a m an’s abilit­ 
ies by his advisors because, first 
of all, each man is responsible for 
his own actions, and secondly, one 
never really knows whose advice 
is taken. The simple fact is that 
whoever loses his own money is 
sore, particularly when he believ­ 
es that the President could have 
Tost considerable money since May 
28 and all of them are annoyed 
that the President did not inter­ 
vene to rescue them. 
The impression among working 
businessmen is that this Adminis­ 
tration is tougher on business than 
the Roosevelt, Truman or Eisen­ 
hower Administrations were. Cer­ 
tainly, the last years of the Eisen­ 
hower Administration were years 
of numerous anti-trust suits. How­ 
ever, the busmess community be­ 
lieves that the Kennedy Adminis­ 
tration is anti-business; that the 
Attorney General’s office is parti­ 
cularly unfriendly; and that local 
prosecuting attorneys engage in 
entrapments and offers of immun­ 
ity to improper persons with a view 
to catching bigger fish. 
I do not hold to the view that 
Robert Kennedy is that sort of per­ 
son, but as long as businessmen 
feel that local prosecuting attor­ 
neys commit injustices in order to 
entrap businessmen, they grow an­ 
tagonistic to the one person rn the 
Administration who can help them. 
The Republicans suffer from hav­ 
ing no platform and few personalit­ 
ies. Since the Eisenhower Admin­ 
istration, only Senator Barry- Cold­ 
water has emerged as a new Pre­ 
sidential possibility. The old nam­ 
es, Nixon and Rockefeller, are not

especially inspiring. But much de­ 
pends upon the 1962 Congressional 
elections- lf the peopfe vote in a 
Republican Congress, many can­ 
didates will appear for the 1964 
Presidential election. That is the 
way of men. 
In this country, most of the peo­ 
ple are neither Liberal nor Con­ 
servative. They are just people and 
they vote by t he ir likes and dis­ 
likes about men. Often history has 
shown they vote badly, but they al­ 
ways vote according to their own 
private interests. It is not to be ex- j 
pected that men and w o m e n will 
vote against what they believe to 
be their private interests. Ameri­ 
cans do not live by theories; they 
are not ideologically bound. Their 
interests are basically their fam­ 
ily and its welfare. Local politi­ 
cians know this well. They keep 
their ears close to the ground and 
when they hear rumblings, they 
do something about it. 
In our country, government can­ 
not separate itself from the people. 
No m atter what the experts say 
about a situation, it must be trans­ 
lated into votes every second year. 
And tile President must realize 
that the rumbling now is about the 
men who surround him. We are 
coming too cloche to the 1962 Con­ 
gressional erections for ambiguit­ 
ies to stand in the way of hard 
action.
